North West -Territories, will , be 
interested in a short summary of 
their life in barracks; :where he is 
prepared for the active life upon 
which he is to embark. | It is .per- 
haps well known that he has to 
undergo instruction in many de- 
partments at the depot in Regina. 
{t is'here that he -tnust spend at 
least six months learning to shoot 
and to'ride and indeed. learning 
all the other things about the 
duties of a constable, or as many 
as he can, assimilate in that short 
space of time. 


To join the Police a man must 
be between the ages of twenty- 
too and forty, must be sound in 
health and of good character, able 
to read and write either the Eng- 
lish or French language, must 
ride well and understand the 
care and management of horses. 
At least these are the chief quali- 
fications. It is needless to say 
that a very strict medical examin- 
ation is held, as naturally only the 
best men are wanted. ere is 
no room in the force for the 
weak and incompetent, for the 
coward or waverer; its history 
and traditions demand resolute 
men who shall uphold its name 
and honor worthily.. They are 
very deservedly jealous of their 
reputation and of being styled 
“a corps that is unique in the mili- 
tary history of the world.” 

The oath of allegiance which 
it is necessary for a recruit to 
take is as follows: 

“I, A. B., solemnly swear that 
I will faithfully, diligently and im- 
partially execute and perform the 
duties required of me as a mem- 
ber of the Royal North West 
Mounted Police Force ‘and_ will 
well and truly obey and perform 
all lawful orders and instructions 
which | shall receive as such with- 


out fear, favor or affection of or 
So help me 
God.” 


* The recruit is th to 
head tee at Ree ae 
plied with his kit and ‘started on 
the way to acquire a police edu- 
cation. In future he is known as 


“Regimental Number 00123....." 


The kit is a complete cavalry 
man’s outfit, With a supply of 
warm underclothing, fur cap, fur 
coat, buckskin mitts, moccassins, 
etée., in addition. For service in 
the Yukon and far northern dis- 
tricts an extra kit ik, of course, 
provided. 


The recruit’s attention is at 
first mostly taken up with riding 
and drilling. In both of these 
departments he commences in the 
“awkward squad’’’ and must work 
his way up to No. 1| squad or No. 

ride. The horses used in the 
force are mostly plainsbred, the 
original “‘broncho” of the coun- 
try having been improved by a 
thoroughbred strain. From four 
to five years is the age they are 
taken on and they spend a full 
year at headquarters tq .be thor- 
ughly broken in and trained be- 
ore being sent out to other sta- 
tions. The bronchos chiefly come 
from ranches in Alberta. Very:

The following is a day's rou- 
tine in the barracks at. Regina: 
Reveille 5.30 a.m.;:stablé3 six to 
seven; bréakfast 7/15; rides and 
drills 8.30 to 11,30 (lectures on 
various subjects also); mid-day 
stables 11.30 to.12.30; dinner 
12.45; rides, drills and lectures 
1.30 to 4.00; tea 4.15; evening 
stables 4.45 to 5.30. “Lights 
out” is sounded at 10.15 p.m. 
Extra duties are, escorts on pris- 
oners who are employed in vari- 
ous ways in the barracks; night 
guard from 6.30 p.m till reveille, 
and night guard over the prison 
and stables. The gates which are 
three in number, north, south and 
west, are closed at sundown. 

The Commissioner states ‘that 
the efficient training of a recruit 
requires twelve months, but this 
is merely ideal, in practice usually 
the recruit has to leave the depot 
with less than six months’ service 
to his credit. : 


The course of lectures which a 
recruit attends during his: resi- 
dence at Regina embraces a wide 
range of subjects. « He is instruct- 
ed on the duties of constables gen- 
erally, the Criminal Code and 
other federal laws which apply to’ 
the Territories, such as the Indian 
Railway and Dominion Lands 
Act, Customs Act, Fisheries Act, 
Acts and the ordinances passed 
by the local legislature of each 
province. ; 

What with drilling, riding both 
in and outside the large riding 
school, and attending lectures; the 
recruit cannot find time hanging 
heavily on his hands, but his so- 
cial life is also provided for and 
there is a good sized concert hall 
at the barracks where entertain- 
ments are given; a well equipped 
gymnasium; a large ground for 
cricket, football and baseball in 
their seasons, while in the canteen 
are billiard. tables’ and 
There)is also.a readi 
Rock dr ‘With magazines and pa- 
pers, and a library of several hun- 
dred volumes. 


In the evening when free from 
pe duty the recruit may obtain 
eave to visit the town of Regina 
about two miles from barracks, 
and for this he is required to wear 
the avalkiels out dress of scarlet 
tunic, yellow striped blue trous- 
ers and ‘“‘Stetson"’ hat and_ to 
earry a military cane. The émall 
forage cap is for use in the bar- 
racks only. On Saturday's, with 
the riding master’s consent, he 
may take out a horse from the 
stables and enjoy a gallop on the 
prairie, which stretches far and 
wide around the post. Here he 
may go in any direction except 
towards the town.

War-time Experiments ‘Showed” Can- 
ada Can Supply’ Non-Inflafamable 
Gas For Balloons, 

Prof. J. C. McLennan, University 
of Toronto, recently addressed the 
Chemical Society of Great Britain on 
“Helium, its Production and Uses.” » 

In the autumn of 1916 the Board 6f 
Invention \and' Reseageh requested 
Prof. Mckennan to undertake a sur- 
vey of the helium resotirces of Can- 
to in- 
vestigate their production. 

In Ontario, Prof. McLennan found 
the percentage of helium in natural 
gas to increase from 0.15 to 0.33 of 
one per cent, as he went furtlrer west. 
He estimated the whole available, sup- 
ply at 2,000,000 cubic feet per year. 
In the Bow Island gas-field in South- 
ern Alberta the percentage is 0.36 and 
the possible annual supply over 1,000,- 
000 cubic feet. 

Following the erection of a gmall 
experimental plant at Hamilton, Ont. 
in 1947, new works were establi$hed 
at Calgary, Alta. in 1918, in the 
buildings of the Western Canada Na- 
tural Gas Co, A run of three days 
produced, in the second> stage, 700 
cubic feet of helium of 90 per cent. 
purity. The purity was finally rais- 
ed to 97 per cent, 99 per cent. beihg 
attainable. Prof. McLennan states 
that a plant could be established at 
Calgary which would yield 10,500,000 
cubic feet of helium of a purity of 97 
per cent. per year at a cost of $750,- 
000. \ 

Duting the war, the uninflarnmable 
nature of helium would have made it
